Will you be kind enough, asks a cor- -

respondent uf the Journal of Commerce.

after what date the penalty is added if
the income has been reuiiered but the
tax not paid, and oblige.

The taxes on incomes by the present
law ia levied on the 1st of March, and
due and payable un or before the .tOth of
April. If "dueanil unpaid after the 30th of
April, as aforesaid, and for ten days alter
notice and demand by the collector, there
shall be levied iu addition thereto, the
sum of five per centum on the amount
oi" taxes unpaid, and interest at the rate
of one per cnt per moutn upon saiu tax
from the time the same-- became due, as a
penalty.'' The estaies of deceased, in
sane or insolvent persons are exempt
from this penalty. A p.uviso at the close
of this sectiou limits the levy this year
to the day the act takes effect. It being
after the 1st of March, but the other
clauses remain the same. It will be seen
from this that no penalty for

can be enforced, even after the tax
becomes due. until the collector has given
to the taxpayer the ten days' notice and
demand repaired by the law.
